The “ color line’’ base made its appearance 
in the Chicago public schools. 

The difficulty affects 150 pupils, many 
of them the sons and daughters of well- 
to-do parents, who have been attending ele- 
mentaray rooms in the Lake High school, 
Union avenue and Forty-seventh street. 
Early in the week it was found that the 
rooms are needed for high school purposes 
and the pupils were directed to report at the 
Hancock school, Princeton avenue and Swan 
street. 

Immediately there was a storm of protest 
in the neighborhood,.for in addition to being 
a comparatively old building the Hancock 
schoo! includes in its enrollment a large per- 
centage of negro children. Many of the par- 
ents have kept their children at home since 
Monday. Those who went, it is reported, 
didn't take any trouble to conceal their dis- 
like of the situation, and several fights be- 
tween the negroes and whites resuited. For 
the most part these were quelled by Principal 
‘Patrick Chamberlaine without ,being re 
ported to the school authorities or the police, 
put they did not tend to/|pacify the trate 
parents. | 

: Alderman Voices Protest. 

After a series of hasty conferences a dele- 
gation of residents of the neighborhood, 
headed.by Ald. Michael McInerney of the 
Thirtiéth ward, called on Supt. Cooley yes- 
terday to see if the situation could not be re- 


| Heved. 


“Tt’s a hardship that seems unjust to these 
pupils,” said Ald. McInerney. “They come. 
from good families and they have been at a 
good ,building. Now they are told to go to 
an old building and to sit side by side with— 
well, with children they don't wish to pit be- 
side. There's going to be troublie out there 
and something ought to be done.” 

The alderman was told |that if there are 
any individual cases of injustice they will be 
investigated, bat that as far as most of the 
children are coneerned the board cannot 
make room for them in any other building. 
Altogether about 350 pupils were transferred 
from the Lake High school building. Two 
hundred of these went to the Graham school, 
at Union avenue and Forty-fifth street. 

Just how the difficulty will be solved no- 
body seems to know. In the meantime it Is 
probable that a delegation of parents will 
appear at the next meeting of the school 
management committee and ask that their 
children be sent to another|school.

« The Canadian Pacific railroad will invade 
the United States and compete with the great 
trunk lines for the northern tranecontinental 


received last night. 
At the general headquarters of the great 


gemi-officially that the railroad, through its 
subsidiary’ line, the Minneapolis, St. Paul 
and Sault Ste. Marte, practically has taken 
over the Chicago Great Western raliroad and 
will operate its own trains over its own Mne 
into Chicago. 

Although Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific, stated in Mont- 
real yesterday that he had not received in- 
formation of the taking over of the Chicago 
Great Western by the Canadfan Pacific, the 
lack of official confirmation is attributed to 
the fact that the move has been made by 
the Minneapolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste. 
Marie, and not by the Canadian Pacific raii- 
road directly. 

Other officials of the Canadian transconti- 
nental system declared that the move had 
been contemplated for some time and was 
the outcome of several years of effort fo get

With‘ the projection of the Pacific branch of 
the St. Pagwl eystem the Canadian Pacific has 
faced serigus competition, as the great trunk 
Hne between the great lakes ports and north 
Pacific seaports. The move is thougt:t to be 
the beginning of a strenuous bid for the great 
carrying trade and the completion of the 
Canadian road’s transcontinenta) system.

The letter was written July 25, 1908, while

‘which has been adopted is about as 
outlined to you some days ago. The ga 
ernor filed hig motion or order directing 
the dismissal of the case, reciting t 
facts asascertained by the representati 
gent by him to investigate the condition 
in the oil flelds, and the necessity for the 
construction of the pipe line. The fac 
were agreed to by the Prairie Oil and Gas 
company in its answer, and it joing in the 
prayer for the dismissal of the suit. 

“I¢ the District judge dismisses the 

suit my understanding is that the attor- 
ney general will appeal to the Supreme 
court. If the suit is not dismissed the 
governor will apply for a writ of prohibi- 
tion at once. 
‘ “*The motion of the governor to dis- 
miss the action will come on for hearing 
in the District court on Monday, and'I 
will wire you definitely as soon as ‘He 
motion is passed on. 

“*The governor accompanied his mo- 
ticn with a strong document reciting in 
detail his contemtion as against Attorney 
General West, and his determination tp 
protect the rights of corporations as well 
as individuals so jong as they obey the 
law. This is an important document, 
and should have the widest circulation 
among the voter of thestate. I will mafl 
you a copy of it tomorrow as goon as it ip 
published.

Haskell’s Actions Support Charge. 

The letter outlined completely the action 
which followed. The governor failed in the 
District court to get the West suits againet 
the Prairie Oj) and Gas company dismiseed 
and jmmediately procured, as the letter said 
he would, a writ of prohibition from the state 
Supreme court, stopping the prosecution be- 
low, and later the Supreme court decided 
West had no jurisdiction whatever, under 
the Oklahoma constitution, to Initiate court 
actions in the state’s name without the goy- 
ernor’s instructions.

“The commission, I venture to sey, is 
mot going to take up any existing system 
and try to graft it bodily upon our own. 
Bome things will be taken from one country 
and some from another, and nothing will 
be accepted which is not proved desirable 
by the history of a hundred years of banking 
in European countries. 

“In the end we will have a textbook, if 
you please, of banking, and from this text- 
book wil be drawn such improvements or 
modifications as can be added safely and 
wisely to our system. Whether these modi- 
fications will take the form of a central 
bank or of an altered system-of note issue 
cannot be predicted now.

In spite of the fact that the eastern rail} 
roads have agreed to postpone any general | 
| increase in freight rates /until after the presi- | 
dential election, shippers are ‘becoming | 
alarmed over reports regarding the western 
roads. These lines, it is said, are quietly . 
checking up their rates with the idea of 


next few months. It is understood the trans- 
continental roads already have decided on a 
number of advances in rates to the Pacific 
coast to be made effective on Dec. 1. ‘While 
no official announcement has |been,made, it 
is. said tariff sheets are now on the press, 
which include increases in commodity rates 
amounting to from 7 to 10 per cent. The 
rates on steel from Chicago to the coast 
are said to have been raised from 76 te 80 
cent? per hundred,pounds. 

Railroad officiale deny any general in- 
crease in rates is contemplated, but it is ad- 
mitted some of the commodity rates will 
be raised at some time in the near future 
and that many changes have been made 
by readjustment of ¢lassifications, etc. 
Shippers say similar increases to those on 
steel are included in the tariffs now under 
preparation. 

“ We know that the rates are to be raised,”’ 
said an industrial traffic managey yester- 
day, “ but we are kept guessing as to when 
they are to be put into effect. That puts 
us in a hard position when it comes to mak- 
ing contracts for future delivery, as we don't 
know what rate to base our prices on. There 
Was never so much uncertainty in: regard 
to rates as within the last three montha,”’ 


Discuss Switching Rules. 

A conference of traffic officials and attor- 
neys of the rallroads entering Chicago was 
held yesterday morning to discuss what ac- 
tion, if any. should be taken in regard to 
the new switching rules promulgated by the 
linois railroad and warehouse commission 
to take effect on Oct. 1. 

Considerable opposition! Has dev sibne to 
some features of the rules on the part of 
some of the roads and no final agreement 
was reached. Another meeting wil! be held 
to further consider the rules today ‘or to- 
morrow. 

The roads which have large freight ter- | 
minals of their own in Chicago, object to the 
rules because they say they are required 
to handle cars brought In by other roads 
and receive only the smal! switching charge, 
while the other road gets the more remunera- 
tive revenue from the transportation charge. 


Begin Fight on Texas Rates. 

The shipping interests Af the cities most 
affected by the recent irfcrease in clase rates 
to Texas and the southwest are preparing to 
make a vigorous fight against the new tariffs 
at the hearing before the Interstate com- | 
merce commission.at St. Louis on Monday. 
Evidence then will be taken on the complaint 
brought by the Texas railroad commission. 
Among the commercial organizations which 
have decided to flle intervening petitions and 
present their side of the ¢ase before Com- | 
missioner Harlan are the Business Mens 
league and the Merghants’ exchange of ‘St.
